I am asked so many times 
"What are the best avocado 
varities to plant in the garden.” 
I realize it is a hard question to 
answer as there are so many ex¬ 
cellent ones. But I have my fa¬ 
vorites, and these are the ones I 
will talk about. 

In the first place one should 
plan to have fruit throughout 
the year. This is quite possible 
if one will plant four or five 
trees of the right varieties, for 
there are avocadoes for every 
season and by planting a few 
extra trees you can have the 
fruit overlapping each other so 
that there will be no danger of 
ever running out of it. 

We will start first with the 
Fuerte which is the favorite com¬ 
mercial variety. The Fuerte, 
which is a pear-shaped fruit, 
green in color, weighing about 
three-quarters to one pound, is 
one of the best in flavor and 
quality. You can begin to eat the 
Fuerte fruit about the first of 
February and it will hang on the 
tree, if you wish, until May and 
still be good. So the Fuerte will 
take care of the months of Feb¬ 
ruary, March, April and May and 
you can find no variety that will 
be better for these months. 

For May and June, we have 
found tahe Mayapan an excellent 
fruit. It is nearly round in shape, 
purple in color, a large fruit, 
weighing over a pound and of 
splendid quality. The tree grows 
quite slender, so does not take 
up much room in the garden. 

For June, July and August, the 
Nabal variety is the best, as it 
is a very high-class fruit like the 
Fuerte. It weighs about a pound, 
is green in color and is almost 
round in shape. 

For late summer, August, Sep¬ 
tember and October, the Itzamna 
variety is splendid. It is a fine 
looking fruit, about one pound in 
weight, green in color and has a 
most excellent flavor. 

For fall and early winter, or 
October, November, December and 
January, we can well recommend 
our own Ward. It has proven the 
best producer of all the varieties 
we have grown, coming into bear¬ 
ing the second year after plant¬ 
ing and always contributing with 
large crops. In fact, it is apt to 
over-bear and should be thinned 
when it sets a heavy crop. The 
fruit is dark purple when ripe 


and weighs three-quarters to one 
pound each. The quality is excel¬ 
lent. The parent Ward tree is 
growing at our nursery on North 
Mountain Trail avenue and is well 
worth seeing, as tt now has a 
crop on it estimated at from 600 
to 800 pounds. 

Another fine winter variety is 
the Puebla. It is not as large as 
the other varieties mentioned but 
it is a rich flavored fruit and a 
good bearer. It has a thin akin 
and weighs about half a pound. 

Almost any seedlnlg avocado 
tree can be budded into these 
good varieties. We do not advise 


budding more than ana variety an 
a young seedling tree. However 
if you nave a large seedling tree 
with several low growing 
branches^ tt can be grafted to 
several varieties so that you can 
have fruit maturing all the year 
around from one tree. 

If more than one variety is 
budded on a young tree, the tree 
is apt to g row lopsided as some 
varieties are more rank-growing 
than others and will take all the 
strength from the others. On the 
larger tree tt does not matter as 
different limbs can be grafted to 
different varieties.

give the city an outlet, we would 
not stop it." said Mrs. Wright, 
adding: “At thit time the Mat- 
toon Act was the only chance to 
put the road through. 

'But we said we would not and 
could not pay for the project 
under the heavy expense planned 
by the old Council. We said if 
East Central avenue was left at 
65 feet, with four inch pavement 
and all the expensive trimmings 
were left off, we would pay our 
hare. 

"But we do not intend to piy 
all the engineering costs of the 
original project nor all the at¬ 
torneys’ fees, and title search and 
appraisals and other costs that 
had accumulated. 

“The two members of the 
Council were not recilled because 
they started this project under 
the Mattoon Act. They were re¬ 
called because they promised the 
property owners that the street 
should be 65 feet wide with a 
four inch pavement and West 
Central not paved. 

"Then they went ahead and 
ordered appraisals and plans and 
maps for an 80-foot street and 
eight-inch paving — the whole 
thing is shown on the minutes 
and records of this city and the 
people recalled them." 

H. J. Kohl, a Glendale real 
estate operator who figured larg- 
lv Ip the proceedings, said he had 
the word of Supervisor Thatcher 
and the county road department, 
that the deeds for the right of 
way through the Hasting's ranch 
having been secured, the eounty 
would continue Central avenue 
through the ranch whether or not 
this city improves Central ave¬ 
nue. 

But he contended that the im¬ 
provement would be practically 
meaningle-'s since the improve¬ 
ment did not extend into the city 
of Pasadena. 

Mrs. John Osgood accused Mr. 
Kohl of attempting to mislead 
his hearers, stating that the 
rights of way through properties 
between Sierri Madre and Pasa¬ 
dena secured by this city ac¬ 
tually extended into the city 
limits of Pasadena. 

Mr. Kohl wanted to know what 
kind of a road the new thorough¬ 
fare would connect up with In 
Pasadena. 

"On a two-inch, 30-foot ma¬ 
cadam road the same as Foot¬ 
hill Boulevard," answered City 
Manager A. S. Mvers. 

Mr. Kohl quoted at length from 
a conversation he °aid he had had 
with Supervisor Thatcher. He said 
he knew that Mr. Thatcher had 
been referred to as snlneless, but 
that Mr. Thatcher has assured 
him that the countv would build 
a road through the Ha’tlngs 
-anch regardless of what Sierra 
Madre might do now that it had 
secured deeds for the roads pas¬ 
sage through the Hastings prop¬ 
erty. 

William Lauren Rhoades sug¬ 
gested that the Central ivenue 
Improvement be delayed for an¬ 
other year in hope that It might 
be done with less division of sen¬ 
timent than now seemed possible 
and it was at this period that 
Engineer Hanamann expressed 
the belief that if Central Avenue 
is not Improved now, it will not 
be for five years or more.
